Grand as these contributions have been, 
they are almost paled by the princely 
gifts or endowments of Goveinor Stan- 
ford. Of his accumulations, about?!?20,- 
000,000 are H?t aside for the erection 
and raaiutenanoe of the Stanford Uni- 
versity, to be so called, ou his Palo Alto 
farm, so near San Frimciscio. A man 
capable of amassing the fortune be has, 
in capable of conceiving aud executing 
plans for the noble work lie has in view. 
Travel iu this country and Europe baa 
familiarized him with the great ^institu- 
tions of Uarning, from which he has 
gathered practical ideas, that he artis- 
tically wrought into bin great educa- 
tional structure that will be the pride 
of California, and a monument to bis 
great brain and generous heart, that 
brought it into existence. From and 
through the influence of the Stanford 
University, science will be promoted, 
agriculture will be put on a higher 
plane, many a hand will^be skilled in 
mechanism, the arts will have an eleva- 
ting and refining influence, the profess- 
ions will be brought up to a noble 
standard, and the name of Leland Stan- 
ford will bo ^honored and revered for 
age*. 


Imraleration 


The Commissioners of Emigration of 


the Stats of New York have reported to 
the Secretary of the Treasury that dur- 
ing the year ended June 30th there ar- 
rived at the port ol New York from 
foreign ports 356,906 passengers, of 
which number.294,013 came as steerage 
passengers, and were landed at Castle 
Garden, where they were examined by 
the Commissioners, . Most of these we»e 
destined to Illinois, New York, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Iowa, Michigan, Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin. During the year 
there were returned to the country 
whence they came 1,183 emigrants, of 
which 51 were insane, 32 were idiots, 2 
were blind, 9 were deaf and dumb, 21 
-were cripples, 78 were enceinte, 478 
were disabled by sickness, 77 by reason 
of old age, and 435 were without visible 
means of support. The amount of im- 
migration funds collected under the Act 
of August 3, 1882, was $143,210, and 
the 
expenses 
of 
the 
Commission 


amounted to $140,031. The Commis- 
sioners recommend that the Act of Con- 
gress to regulate immigration be amend- 
ed, 10 as to provide for adequate penal- 
ties for'all violations of law. 


The San Francisco Bulletin has an 


editorial denouncing the Loniaana Lot- 
tery as a swindle. It has long been sus- 
pected that the announcements so fre- 
quently made of winnings in this lot- 
tery by San Franciscans were fictions 
designed to Inre fresh victims into the 
net. It came out in a recent trial in a 
San Francisco Court, that one of these 
announcements was either wholly false 
o* that the holder of the winning ticket 
was swindled ont of his money.

The Carson Index says: 
It is somewhat amusing as well as in- 


structive to note the discussion now go- 
ing on in the Keno papers concerning 
the succession of Senator Fair in Con- 
gress.. 
Those papers are not peculiar in 


the desire to elect a Republican, but feel 
the difficulty attending upon the erec- 
tion of a suitable candidacy. 
Strangely 


enough they find that they are address- 
ing a Nev'dd'i constituency •wliich for 
years has hail little to do with selecting 
its o-wn representation, or doing other 
•wise than foimally adopt such action as 
was authoritatively taken in the first in- 
stance at Sun J'rancisco. They have 
buen by no means journalistically averse 
to this modus in our State, and are in 
consequence brought face to face with 
the problem of udjuetmg Nevada Re- 
publicanism to the toak of enforcing 
local inteiests. While such a mission 
may bo new to them, we are glad to see 
the degree of earnestness with which 
they follow the trail which they are now 
for the first times exploring. When it 
dawns upon them that they are liable to 
be called cranky and out of joint with 
the times, the true test of their courage 
•will be present. 
Whether they will 


boldly tirge Republicans in this State to 
be true to their own interests and dic- 
tate candidacies of their own choosing, 
or will suddenly decline the burden 
which they are peihaps unwittingly tak- 
ing upon their uncalloused shoulders, 
remains to be seen. They will bo sorely 
tempted to let San Francisco continue to 
dictate the policy of the party and be 
content to accept a. financially solid 
proposition from that headquarters. 


If on the other hand they bravely and 


logically stand to the consequences aud 
burdens of the journalistic course which 
they seem to outline, they will be 
worthy of the plaudits 01 the rank aud 
file. 
They must expect rebuffs, con- 


tumely and ridicule if they undertake to 
veer the course which Nevada Republi- 
canism has bailed upon during the last 
decade or more. It matters not how 
worthy the object or how slight the po- 
litical reform they may advocate. They 
will be accused of waywardness and in- 
stability as Republicans, and told to 
keep their fingers out of that which does 
not concern them and which they shall 
not control. Under these circumstances 
it will be interesting to note how long 
our sprightly Reno neighbors will con- 
tinue to talk of the propriety of having 
a genuine Nevada representation in 
Congress, or will be outspoken as to 
the propriety of this or that individual 
Republican who may indicate political 
aspiration. If they denounce Stewart to 
begin with as a California candidate, 
they may be called upon to chew their 
words, or el»e staunchly enforce the 
courage of their opinion at the risk of 
being isolated from the party. We offer 
no words of discouragement to those 
journals, but only remind them that 
they must comprehend at the outset the 
scope of the task they have entered 
upon. 


Were all the Republican papers of this 


State to stand together and fearlessly 
demand of the party a higher Btund in 
favor of our home interests, a world of 
good could be done between this and 
the next general election. 
The purty is 


strong enough numerically to accom- 
plish genuinely patriotic ends for our 
people, bat the struggle to wheel it iatb 
ine as a body for such a purpose must 
be united, persistent and salt-sacrificing. 
Those who control are not going will- 
ugly to let go their grip. 
Whatever 


of elavishness to ulterior and illegiti- 
mate purposes may be extant in our 
committees will not fall in line willingly 
with any movement having iu view the 
improvement of the political and ma- 
terial conditions of our State. 
In fact 


some of our most prominent jnurnalu 
are so controlled that they can join no 
such movement. 
Nevertheless we are 


glad to see the Reno papers lend the as- 
sault upon the iuirenchmeuts of eel- 
ishness and dishonesty aa held by those* 
who would make the name of Republi- 
canism synonymous only with greed and 
political degredation.

the betting this time. The first ballo 
takes place on this day week and the 
session must end at the close of week 
after next.

the Democratic viciory in Virginia the 
party cannot count on more than three 
majority, 
which in an

of no en nit past middle nge, is not 
enough to insure Republican control 
of the Senate throughout Cleveland's 
term. Accidents might happen which 
would give the Democrats control of the 
Senate if Oregon refuses to send a 
complete delegation to Washington. 


Unlike the Constitution of this State 


the Constitution of Oregon contain no 
provision restricting the Legislature

Another peculiarity of the Oregon Con- 
stitution is that under it there is no such 
official as a Lieutenant Governor.

case Governor Moody is elected Senator 
the Secretary of State, R. P. Enrhart, 
who was one of the candidates for Uni- 
ted States Senator at the regular session 
will succeed him as Governor.

The San Francisco Chronicle remarks: 
When Mr. Daggett passed through 


here ou his way to Washington, he was 
careful to take 
everybody into the 


secret that the United States were going 
to annex Hawaii. It was a solemn se- 
cret; but it got iuto all the papers and 
was laughed at in every club. Now it is 
-revived by a Carson paper, which favors 
us with the names of the two forthcom- 
ing Senators from the State of Hawaii, 
and suggests that it will send three 
Representatives to Congress, which, f.s 
the population of the islands, including 
lepera and Chinese, is about 80,000, is a 
liberal allowance. This is exceedingly 
agreeable news. We are just now badly 
off for new States and new Senators. 
We have no Territories seeking admis- 
sion to the Union. There never were 
any such places as Dakota or Washing- 
ton, to Bay nothing of New Mexico. 
What we particularly need is an infu- 
sion of foreign blood. Bluck blood 
would answer at a pinch, but Kanuba 
blood would be the very thing. 
The 


State of Hawaii would fitly round off the 
Union; we should ull be delighted to 
tuke it by the hand. 


It ia true thnt we have a treaty with 


England nud France by which we toonod 
ourselves not to aunex the islands; but 
what of that? The advantage of a leper 
State would be so great as to outweigh 
the breach of faith. It would cost a 
great deal of money to protect an out- 
lying State 2,000 miles from our coast 
in time of war; but then think what a 
gain it would be to have Mr. Daggett 
Slid King Kalakana in the Senate! That 
alone would be (worth the cost of a 
foreign -war. Our Hawaiian 
friends 


must hurry up and lay their application 
for admission before the Senate. We 
didn't see our way to act ou Mr. Stein- 
berger's suggestions and adopt Samoa. 
Bab the Sandwich Islands may fare 
better.

H. H. MoBor« Wipes Oat a Bulanco 


of 9^,500 in a Peculiar Way.

A Seneca(Kan.) correspondent writes: 


The anecdote, "Let Smith Walk," told 
of'H. H. Honore, reminded your corres- 
pondent of a story told of this gentle- 
man among his intimate friends and I 
think it has never been published be- 
fore. 
The story is told by John C. 


Christian, a lawyer of Chicago, who 
transacted the major portion of Mr. 
Honore's legal business duiing the dark 
days of 1873. Mr. Christian came into 
some notoriety at the prohibition con- 
vention at Pittsburg last year by nomi- 
nating John Peter St. John for the Pres- 
idency: The story as related is about 
as follows: 
Prior to the panic of 1873 Mr. Honore 


held about §9,000,000 or $10,000,000 of 
Chicago property, on which he owed 
about $5,000,000, and no man in Chi- 
cago had better credit. He carried a 
bank account in St. Louis, where he had 
the confidence of the wealthy capitalists. 
During the squeeze of 1873, and near 
the first of the yenr, he was in St. Louis, 
md -was in conversation -with the Presi- 
dent o£ the bank with which he did bus- 
ness. 
"Mr. Honore,"said thebanker, "ynur 


UuCOunt is overdrawn'here some $2,500, 
and as it is near the first of the year we 
would be exoeediugly obliged if you 
would balance the same lo-day." 


"It in impossible, and out of the 


question fur me to do it to-day, and the 
probabilities are tbat it will be many 
more days before 1 can," returned Mr 
Henore. 
•'Well," says the banker, "can't you 


give a note, draw a draft, do something, 
just so the bookkeeper can balance the 
books?" 


'Draw a dr.ift! Who the d—1 would 


I draw a draft on? I might as well tele- 
graph the Czar of Russia for lands as 
to draw a draft." 
"Well, Mr. Honore, draw a draft on 


the Czai; that will square tho books, 
and that's the muiu thing just now." 


So after some conversation a sight 


draft for tbe amount was reguiaily 
drawn and started on its mission and 
the proper credit given Mr. Honore. 
The draft passed through many bunking 
firms iu this and the old country, and 
by the time it reached the Cznr had 
many blue ribbons and Heals belonging 
to different institutions through which 
it passed. 
It waa presented to the Czar, through 


one of his agents, who desired instruc- 
tions what to do with it. The Czar 
looked it over, bnt could not understand 
how bo came to owe money to Mr. 
Honore, but as everything appeared 
regular he instructed that it be paid, but 
told his Secretary to inform Mr. Honors 
the licit tim« he drew a drnft to send an 


bill.
